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Convention To Consider 
Crucial Matters In April 

The most important item of business 
to come before the delegates to the 
annual meeting of the Southeast Con- 
vention April 24-25 is .the proposal to 
form a United Church Conference. 

The proposal has been approved by 
the board of directors of the conven- 
tion and will be submitted with its 
recommendation that it be adopted. 

The plan would bring together the 
105 churches of the convention, the 
four Evangelical and Reformed 
Churches in the area, and the twenty- 
five Negro Congregational Christian 
congregations of the Convention of the 
South. According to the plan the ef- 
fective date would be January 1, 1966. 

Of course the churches of the South- 
east Convention which have not voted 
to be a part of the United Church 
would continue to have Congregation- 
al Christian standing only, but their 
membership would be in the conven- 
tion and the new conference. 

The plan would not make any 
changes for the present in the associa- 
tions and conferences of the conven- 
tion. The reorganization of these 
would take place at a later date and 
at their initiative. 

All over the denomination the nsw 
conferences are being formed on a 
geographical basis. As a matter of 
fact, it is only here in the southeast 
that agreement has yet to be reached 
to form a United Church Conference. 
This makes it all the more important 
that affirmative action be taken this 
spring. 

In addition to this important matter 
of business, the delegates to the an- 
nual meeting will also hear reports 
from the standing committees of the 
convention and will consider other 
items of business. 

Of major concern will be the plan 
to have an every-church-visitation in 
support of Our Christian World Mis- 
__/ sion next fall. This project will be un- 
dertaken throughout the whole of the 
denomination.

Life Of Mrs. George Kennedy Is Inspiration To C 



ommunity

Doris is a young, happily-married 
woman of twenty-two. She is a whole- 
some, attractive, well-adjusted indi- 
vidual. 

What makes her different from any- 
one else? Doris had three kinds of 
polio when she was ten years old. She 
lost the use of her legs, one hand, and 
her back was left twisted. Doris was 
discouraged and despondent as any 
child would have been. Though she 
was treated at Knoxville's Crippled 
Children's Hospital, she longed to go 
to Warm Springs. The county welfare 
person had tried, but there seemed to 
be no opening there. One morning 
when her home bound teacher came 
for her lessons, she found the child 
particularly downcast. She suggested 
that she write to President Eisenhower 
who was visiting some friends in 
Georgia. This she did, in her own lan- 
guage in her own way, with only mi- 
nor corrections being made by her 
teacher. In a very short time word 
came that she was to go to Warm 
Springs. 

But life was never easy and simple. 
Her parents had to learn how to ad- 
minister physical therapy on the kit- 
chen table, which was brought into 
the living room where it was warm. 
Always thoughtful, even as a child, 
she would wait until she heard her 
mother's feet touch the floor in the 
morning before she would ask to have 
the painful and uncomfortable 'har- 
ness' removed. Doris' brothers sold 
their pony to put the money toward 
a television so it would be something 
which she could enjoy too. They have 
never had much money. Her mother 
sewed for people to supplement the 
family income. 

I have known Doris for four years 
now. Soon after my arrival she was 
elected PF president and she made an 
excellent one as she was adept with 
the telephone and with planning and 
getting things done. She had just fin- 
ished high school and her teacher tells 
me that she could have been valedic- 
torian of the class, but begged her not 
to give her such grades that she would 
be/ (Doris told me that she did not 
think it would be fair to those in the 
class ""where they had been associated 
with one another through the years). 
When I first came to my parish, Doris 
had joist finished a correspondence 
course in General Office Practices and 
was taking a course in typing. She

was willing and I shoved the work her 
way to type some much needed copies 
of our Christmas plays. She showed 
me her certificate when it arrived — 
"one handed typing course"! Since 
then she has also studied Speed Writ- 
ing and Bookkeeping. There is a Re- 
gional Library at Deer Lodge and the 
librarian sends her several books a 
week and she really reads them. I 
took her some occasionally from our 
church library at Robbins. She is an 
inveterate reader. 

On Easter in 1963 she made her 
Confession of Faith, and was baptized 
and came into the membership of our 
Congregational Christian Church at 
Deer Lodge. She had long been active 
in the church and a professing Chris- 
tian. 

Romance did not pass her by. George 
Kennedy, sensitive and tenderhearted, 
had visited and cared for and enter- 
tained two boys in a family in the 



neighborhood who had muscular dys- 
trophy. When they passed away he 
brought their pet, a canary, and trans- 
ferred his interest and his affection to 
Doris. George helped to lift her about 
and took her places in her wheel chair. 
He accompanied her and her mother 
when she made her annual trips to 
Warm Springs to have her support 
garments made and her wheel chair 
serviced. In May, 1963, Doris Tomp- 
kins and George Kennedy, along with 
another couple, had a double wedding 
in the little white church. A reception 
followed in the new, unfinished addi- 
tion to the church where the men had 
worked late to finish the roof so that 
it would be possible. A shower was 
given for Doris and someone thought- 
fully gavej her an adjustable ironing 
board. She does her own housekeeping 
and manages quite well from her 
wheel chair. She says that it is harder 
to sweep than to mop, and ironing 
pants almost has her floored. She does 
not have as much time to read now 
as she once did. In the church, Doris 
serves as church clerk, Sunday School 
teacher, teacher in Vacation Bible 
School, and edits and cuts the stencils 
for the monthly parish newsletter. In 
the community she usually acts ac 
chairman or helps with the polio drive. 
To help supplement the family income 
and to use her own abilities, she serves 
as a substitute teacher at the grade 
school in Deer Lodge (the children like 
to argue over who will wheel her to 
the lunch room) and helps out occa- 
sionally with office work in the county 
agricultural office at Wartburg. 

Doris has a mind of her own and en- 
joys a good argument. 

Doris is such a 'whole' person that 
many of us find ourselves leaning on 
her for help. Recently her mother 
broke her leg and had to have it put 
in a long heavy cast. Doris came over 
during the day to cook and clean house 
and help her mother can. Others came 
in to get an occasional bucket of wa- 
ter or to gather the things for canning. 
Instead of the 'blind leading the blind' 
it was the 'lame leading the lame' and 
in wheel chairs at that! Doris said they 
had considered having a 'drag' race! 
And don't think that they want or 
need pity. Heavens — NO! 

Everyone rejoiced with the family 
when one of Doris' brothers finished 
high school, taking an electronics 
course, and obtained an on-the-spot 
training job at Oak Ridge.

The Rev. Claude W. Warren 

The Rev. Claude W. Warren, who 
served Pilgrim Church Birmingham, 
and the United Church, Huntsville, as 
interim pastor, died in LaGrange, Illi- 
nois on January 15. 

Dr. Warren, who was serving as 
chaplain of the Pilgrim House Retire- 
ment Center, was 83. In addition to 
serving on the faculty of Northland 
College, Wisconsin, for 5 years, he was 
a Congregational Christian minister 
fcr more than 40 years and actively 
supported the formation of the United 
Church of Christ. 

Dr. Warren's son, Professor Richard 
Warren, and his family are in Ger- 
many where he is studying. They for- 
merly were members of Pilgrim 
Church, Birmingham. 

Dr. Warren is well remembered 
throughout the convention for his en- 
thusiastic and helpful participation in 
the activities of the churches during 
the time he served in this area.

World Emergency Needs 
Met By Church People 

Poverty, hunger, political upheaval, 
natural disasters, disease — the dis- 
tresses afflicting our fellow men 
throughout the world are many. 

Our churches this year seek more 
than $15 million to help alleviate suf- 
fering through their world-wide pro- 
grams of assistance to the needy over- 
seas. The greater portion of these 
funds will be raised through the 1965 
One Great Hour of Sharing, to be ob- 
served in most participating churches 
on Sunday, March 28. 

This is the seventeenth annual ob- 
servance of One Great Hour of Shar- 
ing, the principal effort of the United 
Appeal for overseas relief, rehabilita- 
tion and inter-church aid through 
which major Protestant and Eastern 
Orthodox communions cooperate in 
seeking support for their overseas pro- 
grams, both denominational and inter- 
denominational. 

Millions of Americans, in making 
contributions to One Great Hour of 
Sharing and related appeals provide 
emergency food, medicines, clothing 
and shelter for victims of famine, 
floods, hurricanes, earthquakes and 
other natural disasters; help resettle 
and rehabilitate refugees; assist or- 
phans and the elderly, and patients in 
hospitals and clinics, and help break 
patterns of poverty by supporting vo- 
cational training, self-help projects, 
and community development. 

Funds raised in One Great Hour of 
Sharing will also help support educa- 
tional projects such as assistance to 
schools, student exchange programs 
and the training of young persons from, 
overseas, both here and abroad, for 
future service and leadership in their 
homelands. 

To tell the story of what churches 
are doing to help people in need over- 
seas the motion picture "PROFILES 
OF PROMISE"' is available from the 
convention office. It is a 16 mm black 
and white film that runs for 28 min- 
utes. 

The film tells about projects in Cal- 
ama, Chile, in northern Ghana and 
in Calcutta, India. 

Also available from the convention 
office are the film'strips "My Sister 
Hilwa", "The Church and Human 
Need", "More than Warmth", "One 
Traveler", and "A New Language for 
Kim Po." 

Every church is urged to participate 
in One Great Hour of Sharing. 



Miss Helen C. Jenkins, 
Noted Educator, Passes 




Miss Helen C. Jenkins, former prin- 
cipal of Thorsby Institute, died on 
Tuesday, February 9th, after a linger- 
ing illness. 

Funeral services were held in Thors- 
by on Friday, February 12, and grave- 
side services were held in LaGrange, 
Ga., on Saturday, February 13. 

Miss Jenkins was one of the most 
illustrious citizens of Thorsby, Ala- 
bama. She was also one of the nation's 
leading Christian educators. For forty 
years she was principal of Thorsby 
Institute, the first high school in Chil- 
ton County, Alabama, and rated one 
of the highest accredited high schools 
in the country. 

The school was established in 1906 
and Miss Jenkins joined the faculty 
a year later in 1907. After serving as 
associate principal from' 1909 to 1917, 
she was principal from 1917 to 1957, 
at which time she and the trustees of 
the institution deeded the property to 
the state of Alabama and it became 
Thorsby High School. 

The auditorium and main building 
of the school is known as Helen Jen- 
kins Hall. 

Miss Jenkins was born July 11, 1885, 
at South Coventry, Conn., the daughter 
of Frank Edwin and Sarah Eliza 
(Stanley) Jenkins. She graduated from 
Mt. Holyoke College, Massachusetts, 
and received a master's degree from 
the University of Syracuse. She was 
listed in Who's Who in America. She 
was beloved by members of churches 
in the area and countless students who 
attended the institute. 
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Superintendent's Corner 

On this page is the church by church 
list of contributions to Our Christian 
World Mission for 1963 and 1964. 
There is cause for rejoicing that the 
churches contributed $2,181 more in 
1964 than in 1963. 

Even though the 1963 totals included 
$1,255 for the Woman's Gift, the total 
for 1964 (which does not include the 
$1,479 Family Thank Offering which 
replaces the Woman's Gift) is slightly 
above 1963. It should be noted that 
The Family Thank Offering is not in- 
cluded in Our Christian World Mis- 
sion. It is a gift beyond our regular 
support of our mission. 

Of the 103 active churches of the 
convention, 59 contributed to OCWM. 
Of these 24 gave more than last year, 
24 gave less than last year, and 11 gave 
the same amount. 

44 churches made no contribution at 
all to Our Christian World Mission. 
Last year 37 churches made no con- 
tribution, which makes an increase of 
7 in the non-contributing churches. 
34 churches that did not contribute in 
1963 gave nothing in 1964. 10 churches 
that made contributions in 1963 failed 
to participate in 1964. 3 churches that 
did not contribute in 1963 did so in 
1964. 

Each year the convention receives 
$2,000 less in subsidy from the Board 
for Homeland Ministries. Unless the 
churches increase their support each 
year by at least 10% the budget and 
program of the convention must be 
cut. This year the convention is re- 
ceiving just $2883 in regular subsidy 
from the BHM. 

Therefore, it is more important than 
ever that the churches make regular
